Vancouver nume- 
bers among its charaltang a humbug 
who professed to be an “Iriologist” 
and diagnosed his patients’ ills by 
meerly peering ito their eyes, then 
prescribing capsules that proved to 
be 95 per cent sodium bicarb. C. A. 
Edson, manager of Winnipeg's Bet- 
ter Business Bureau has been inves- 
tigating a medicine man who rooked 
a lady out of $400 for pills to cure 
her husband's cancer. 8. C, Bowen 
of Toronto's Better Business Bureau 
is bedeviled by an English firm 
ballyhooing in Canadian newspapers 
a series of Yogi calisthenics guaran- 
teed to make ghort people tall. 


Canadian women especially are 
fair game to medical quackery be- 
cause they are subject to pregnancy, 
child-birth, periodic pain, and other 
conditions peculiar to their sex. 
Then there was the young Montreal 
bride of a few weeks who discovered 
she was seemingly frigid. The articie 
tells how, panicky at the prospect in- 
volved in the psychiatric treatment 
her doctor prescribed, she took her 
problem to a “doctor” with a repu- 
tation for straightening out sexual 
maladjustments, He charged her 
$50 for a smal] package of pills 
which seemed at first to be truly 
miraculous, Her husband began to 
call her his “cave woman.” She re- 
turned to the quack every month for 
a year to replenish her supply of pills 
for the same evorbitant price.

| WHO SHOULD 
'BE RESPONSIBLE 


A recent Farm Forum broadcast 
was the best we have heard. The 
subject was — “Who should be re- 
sponsible for the marketing of farm 
products?” 

The panel consisted of a grain 
farmer from the west, a mixed tur- 
mer from Ontario, and an official 
of the Quebec farmers’ co-opera- 
tives. All the participants knew ex- 
actly what they wanted to say, and 
they said it in clear moderate langu- 
afe that everyone could understand. 

Such a question Was bound tc lead 
to discussion of the relative merits 
of voluntary co-operation among 
farmers in marketing their crops, 
and marketing through boards with 
police power to compel all farmer's to 
deliver their crops to them. 

The majority of the participants 
were opposed to compulsory meas- 
ures. They believed that so long as 
the co-operatives were voluntary 
and the farmers were free to pat- 
ronize them or not, as they saw fit, 
the co-operatives could do a good 
job of marketing whatever crops the 
farmers entrusted to their care; but 
that their usefulness would be im- 
paired if the farmers were com- 
pelled to patronize them. 

We were a little surprised that no 
one suggested that responsibility 
for marketing farm products should 
rest squarely on the shoulders o! 
whoever is entrusted with the job. 

As a farmer, we feel that we 
Will trust the marketing of our crops, 
and a right to transfer our patron- 
age to another agency any time we 
are dissatisfied with the service we 
are getting. 

Farmers are being told that they 
should OWn the facilities necessary 
to the marketing of their crops, 
from the farm all the way to the 
retailers. Those who urge tnis 
course cite the Western Wheat pools 
as a great outstanding example of 
such marketing. 

When this argument is presented 
to a farm gathering someone should 
the western 


pools are actually doing. The truth 
| is that they don't do any. 

| They own extensive grain hand- 
‘ling facilities in the form of locul 


and terminal elevators. They oper- 
Ate these elevators at so much per 
bushel for the grain that passes 
through them, but they don't market 
any wheat, 

In their brash early days the 
pools undertook to market wheat, as 
they thought it should be marketed. 
by holding it for a price. Bunt they 
soon became so deeply involved that 
they had to appeal to the govern- 
ment to save them from bankruptcy. 

The government took the selling of 
wheat out of their hands, and today 
the pools do no marketing, they only 
Operate the elevators. 

The actual marketing today is 
done by the Canada Wheat Board— 
a government board; and the west- 
ern farmers are not happy over its 
performance, 

The wheat pools are still wedded 
to their idol of controlled centralized 
marketing, and they have been the 
moving spirit behind all the agita- 
tion for what they are pleased to call 
“farmer-controlled, compulsory mar- 
keting boards" for all farm products 

We suggest that before following 
their lead in these matters, the far- 
mers should look carefully into the 
pools’ own record as marketing 
agents for the farmers’ wheat.

Guest Editorial 


NO MORE HAILED GARDENS? 

Every Calgary gardener and every 
property owner will acclaim the sug- 
gestion that a hail suppression pro- 
gram be instituted for this city. 

The advantage of such a program 
to farming areas wags amply demon- 
strated In the Didsbury district last 
year. Now thousands of other far- 
mers in the hail belt are anxious to 
Participate. How much more bene- 
ficial would it be to the City of Cal- 
gary, where growing crops are 
measured by the square foot instead 
of the acre, where there are vulner- 
able north windows every 60 feet 
instead of every mile? 

Why didn’t somebody think of this 
before? Why just the rural dis- 
tricts? The idea for Calgary even- 
tually came from W. H. Hawkins, 
vice-president of the Calgary Galdi- 
olus Society, and is being sponsored 
by the society. Other 
Groups, the city parks department, 
insurance companies and large prop. 
erty owners are expected to enlist 


their support. 


‘paid for by themselves 


But the property damage goes well 
beyond gardens. Windows are brok- 
en, roofs shredded and siding mot- 
tled. One ind in Calgary 
suffered $11,000 damage in a 20- 
minute hail storm last August. 


Eliminating or reducing the hail 
risk would mean a big saving in 
Property insurance premiums, as 
well as in damage that cannot be 
covered by insurance, 

If it is worthwhile financially to 
spend a bit of money to suppress 
hail on grain land growing a crop 
worth $30 an acre at most, how 
much worth while would it be to 
spend the same money saving an 
acre of city property (about seven 
50-foot lots) containing perhaps 
$50,000 worth of buildings and hun- 
dreds of dollars worth of gardens, 
shrubs and trees? 


The cost would have to be worked 
Out with the company engaged in 
this work. It would probably be 
five to fifteen cents per household 
per year. Since the benefit would 
be to real property, meaning land 
(and what is growing on the land) 
and buildings, and since the amount 
Per property-owner would be so 
trifling, we think it would be most 
convenient to have the cost come 
out of the city treasury and re- 
covered through taxation of that 
very same property. A volun- 
teer system of contributions would 
be all right, except that few would be 
likely to pay for the benefits of all, 
and the trouble and cost of collect. 
ing the small sum involved would be 
out of proportion. But raising the 
money is not the issue now, 

Hall suppression is not yet fool- 
proof, but we are convinced it is past 
the trial stage. It was so effective 


north of here that hail insurance | 


premiums have been cut as much 
as 75 per cent. The hail-belt far- 
mers are convinced it works, and the 
area covered will be greatly extended 
this year, - 

Farmers immediately east, north 
and west of Calgary are considering 
& hail suppression program for this 
year, It could be that their efforts, 
(through 
property taxation) would have bene- 
ficial results in Calgary without the 
co-operation or support of the City of 
Calgary. But that would not be 
fair. Calgary stands to gain so much 
more than these farmers from suc- 
cessful hail suppression, that she 
should pay at least her full share of 
any cost. Calgary should in fact be 
a& partner with the rural areas in a 
large program. 

The biggest gardener in the city, 
namely Superintendent Alex Munro 
of the city parks department, has 
given his enthusiastic approval of 
such a project, His beautifully laid 
out and carefully tended flower beds 
suffer hail damage, to some extent 
and in some parks, every year. How- 
ever, the extent to which the city 
would take the lead in this must be 


/ worked out between him and the 


‘city commissioners, 


and probably 
city council, 

The benefits of this proposal are 
So vast every gardener should join in 
pushing it.

Holds Annual Meeting 


The annual meeting of the voters’ 
assembly of Redeemer Lutheran 
Church, Didsbury, was held on Sun- 
day evening, Jan, 13, in the church 
| basement. From the various reports 
given, aS Well as from the annual 
report mailed to all members, it was 
clearly seen that the congregation 
experienced another year of rich 
blessings. 

The congregation numbers 395 
souls, 257 of these are communicant 
members, In the course of the year 
17 children and five adults were 
baptized. In the same peried eight 
adults and five young people were 
received into membership. A total 
of 63 services were conducted at 
Didsbury, with an average attend- 
ance of 152. 

During 1956 services were also be- 
gun at Sundre. This work will con- 
tinue during 1957. 

The various organizations within 
the congregation also enjoyed many 
blessings. The Ladies’ Aid donated 
$300 toward the installation of gas 
in the church and parsonage and 
also paid for the devotional booklets 
that are sent to each member. The 
Walther League under-wrote the 
“Every Sunday Bulletin” cost and 
helped to publicize the church.
